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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important 
that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal 
phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
the preamble is improper because the primary claim is written to "a catalyst system" 
not "an activator compound", if applicants mean to claim the activator compound only, 
then the primary claims should also reflect this. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 



which applicant regards as the invention.

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: the definition of the 
term Y used in the anionic/neutral compound. Although the definition of Y can be 
found in the specification on page 3, lines 13-14, the traditional definition for W Y" is 
usually defined as Yttrium in the periodic table of the elements. Since this would not 
make sense in this claim, it is suggested that the term XX Y" should be defined in these 
claims as it is in the specification or an alternate and more acceptable variable be used. 

Relevant Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US 6486277 Bl teaches a boron containing zwitterionic neutral transition metal 
compound used in pre or co-polymerization of olefins which contain a boron or 
aluminum compound in a heterocyclic fused ring imidizoles, benzimidizoles, pyrrole and 
indoles in either unsupported or supported form. 

US 5539124, 5756611 and 5744417 teach alpha olefin polymerization catalysts 
having a boron or aluminum cocatalyst with a pyrrolyl, pyrrolidinyl, imidazolyl or indolyl 
group as a ligand which bonds directly to a transition metal but not attached to the 
boron or aluminum compound. 

US 5233049 teaches fluorinated bis-imides are used for applications requiring 
low moisture adsorption and thermal stability like in catalyst systems. 
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US 6335466 Bl teaches fluorinated aminoborate monoanions but do not teach 
heterocyclic compounds that are aminoborate monoanions. 

US 6495484 Bl teaches a method of making a catalyst and activator but not the 
compound itself.
